The reason is 
enough. Between Basra and Ctesi- 
phon—which is within an afternocn’s 
excursion from Bagdad— there is but 
one. point along the Tigris where the 
river bank rises twenty-five feet 
above nofmal: high-water, and that is 
at Kut. At Kut along ‘the twisting 
and doubling banks of the ‘Tigris is 
there a certain stability and protec- 
tion from the floods which cut off all 
other bridge or ferry-heads along the 
ancient river or habitation

ae when the Armenian snows come 
net down, Therefore, when—in Novem- 
ae ber 1915—the battle of Civsiphon 
proved but a barren victory, there 
was no half-way house. Short of 


Kut there was no halting place for 
Townshend, and he made no stay be- 
tween November 24 and December 
3, when he re-entered the little town 
in which he was doomed to remain 
fighting till the bitter end, almost 
ir. sight of the waves of relief that 
broke themselves upon the German 
fortifications of Sannayyat and Es- 
Sinn, The approach to Kut from the 
south naturally lends itself to dc- 
fence, The marshes from each 


side 

creep inwards towards the river from 
east and west, and the actual line of 
defence is shortened just as it 
shortened in Belgium by the flooding 
south of Dixmude. There is no fear 
of a turning movement. 

In days before the war, as 
paddled upstream against the yellew 
resistance of the Tigris waters, Wut 
was a harbor of refuge. There were 
passengers to be taken on board, and 
a few tons of freight, while the khaki 
flood curled and tore round ‘the bows. 
That was all. No one then even 
wasted a page of his diary or a 
vchapter of his travel-book upon Kut. 
It seemed—and it was—exactly like 
all other wayside halting places, 
lacking the sentimental interest — of 
the Tomb of Erza, or the sporting 
atrractions of such a plaace as the 
lend opposite Baghela—which, is lo- 
cally. pronounced ‘Brraira.” One 
normally breaks a wheel here, and 
is tied up for twelve hours. A waste 
of wild liquorice plants, both to north 
and south provides Kut with its one 
raison d’etere, apart from its work as 
a bridge-head.

industry. The liquorice factory on 
the right, or western, bank of the 
_ Tigris, immediately opposite Kut 


was held by General Townshend 
throughout the siege. 

The full details of this investment 
are still wanting, but it may be said 
that Townshend, fafter suffering over 
4,300 casualties at the battle of Ctesi- 
phon, on November 22. and 23, suc- 
ceéded in making good his retreat to 
Kut without losing more than a few 
hundred men in his long rearguard 
action. He had about 9,000 men 
left. For the reasons given above, he 
wisely refrained from any  interme- 
diate halting-place, and entered ,Kut 
on December 3. But his last files 
passed the British lines with the 
enemy at their heels, and Townshend 
was unable to send out a force to 
render untenable the carefully and 
strongly designed trenches to the 
cast. These defences he had taken, 
almost without loss, on his way 
north at the: end of September, and 
he had no opportunity of rendering 
them useless after his retreat in De- 
cember, They were therefore imme- 
diately re-occupied by the Turks, and 
formed an impregnable barrier again- 
st all our attempts to rclicve Town 
skend during the historic siege of 
1+ days. ; 

During ,this time news was receiv 
ed and sent by wirctess, but apart 
from the small quantity of 
that could be dropped within the 
British defences, no food was obtain- 
able by Townshend's force except 
that which had been sent forward

from Basra during his absence—more} 


for the purposes of a base supply 
which could be reinforced at a few 
_day'’s notice than as provision for a 
beleaguered garrison—and that which 
the wretreating force carried with 
them. 

The position was strengthened as 
far as possible.

ithe Prince's islands in the Sea of, 
Marmora, and the other captives} 
were distributed among various cen-| 
tres in Asia Minor.

ing, according to David Lubin, 
American representative of the In- 
ternational Institute of Agriculture, 
Mr. Lubin is urging the imperative 
necessity of mobilizing of American 
agricultural resources. To a corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press Mr, 
Lubin said: 

“For the first time in many years 
there exists'a deficit in the supply of 
corn, wheat, rye, barley and oats, es- 
timated at a total of 130,000,000 bush- 
els less than the normal require- 
ments for countries open to trade, 
is worse than was ex- 
pected last October. The institute's 
reports indicated then a surplus of 
more than enough to feed the world 
until August of this year, when the 
new crops begin to come in, 

“We nmiust profit by Europe's ex- 
perience before meal tickets become 
necessary. We can avoid high prices 
by the eliminating of waste, by: the 
growing of more food and also by ef- 
fective organization of our food sup- 
ply, which is more important than 
getting men into the army. 

“PWo months after the beginning 
of the war Germany forbade the use 
of wheat or rye for feeding livestock, 
and two months later requisitioned 


to prevent the manipulation of food 
supplies thus obtaining an effective 
mobilization through the same plan 


as the Germans, the substance _ of 
which is embodied in senate — bill 
5973.”

The 
Dominion has expended $21,000,000 in 
faising its army to send abroad and 
pledged $14,000,000 more as a fund 
for the support of their dependents,

latter, $20 a month is provided as a 
Separate allowance to the ‘wife ‘or 
widowed mother of the soldier, | In 
addition, for the relief of families for 
which $35 a month is inadequate for 
their comfortable subsistence, organ- 
ized private effort has raised a “pat- 
tiotic fund” from which about $1,- 
000,000 a month is spent in caring 
for between 50,000 and 60,000 fami-

The Canadian speaker, Sir Herbert 
RB. Ames, gave no hint as to what 
might be done in the United States, 
which is not: likely to have the same 
relation to the cause involved, but 
he inade an_ interesting comparison 
of what might be done under _ like 
conditions to give emphasis to Cana- 
da’s conduct. The United States has 
about thirteen times the population 
of Canada. There is no occasion for 
comparing their financial wealth.

000 and sent 4,000,000 of them over 
the seas. Canada has raised $425,- 
000,000 for the war, a part of which 
has been loaned to the British jov- 
ernment, and the parliament has late- 
ly appropriated $500,000,000 more. 
Qn the corresponding scale we 
should have raised $12,000,000, to be 
expended in’ similar ways, while in 
point of fact we have been making 
some such amount out of the spend-

Two Washboar ds in the Past Nine Years

velopment of aircraft in the last nine 
| years was the subject of a recent lec- 
jture in London. In 1908 the Wright 
brothers flew at a rate of 35 miles an 
hour, while at the end of last year 
a speed of 142 miles an hour was at- 
tained by a Sopwith monoplane. The 
farthest distance flown by che 
Wrights in 1908 was 71-2 miles; the 
other day a Frenchman came near 
flying from Verdun to Russia (984 
miles). The Wrights in 1908 reached 
an altitude of 500 feet; both a 
Frenchman and an Englishman had 
recently ascended to over 25,000 fect. 
The rate of ascent in 1909 by a 
Frenchman was 300 fect in 15 minutes 
an aviator in England recently ascen- 
ded 10,000 feet in 15 minutes, the 
first 5,000 in five minutes, which was 
equal to the ascent-of the fastest lift.

-Now it is 
interesting to "yeu the opinions ex- 
pressed at the New York Academy 
of Medicine that tubercular persons, 
unless scriously affected, need not 
éxpect to be exempt from conscrip- 
ticn on account of physical disabili 
ty. Sir William Osler was quoted 'to 
the effect that army life often results 
in a complete’ cure of tuberculosis. 


Tiiberculosis ig an indoor divease, 
« disease that follows man’s stupid 
habit of shutting himself off with 
glass and walls from fresh air .9n4 
sunshine. In protecting himself from 
the elements the human animal has 
lv wered his resistance to his bacter- 
ial cnemies, until consumption has 
become the great white plague. Wa- 
is relieving us of many artificiali ‘es 
and reintroducing us to the kindly 
elements. Hence the recovery—un- 
der otherwise favorable conditions— 
of the tubercular soldier in the field. 

War is entitled to whatever creat 
is its due. Dr. Osler says signific «nt- 
ly: “The military profession is far 
less dahgerous for a person with pvl- 
monary trouble than many  occupa- 
tions of civil life.” These many oc+ 
cupations of civil life are crying out

visitors,-and it is a crime to smuggl 
food into such towns; Lanshut, in Si- 
lesia, has notified the summer, re- 
sorts within its jurisdiction that they 
must not catér for guests this year; 
and Berlin has set apart $250,000 to 
defray the expense of sending 300,- 
000 children into the country: to. ob- 
tain nourishment and fresh air. And 
these facts could be added to by the 
bushel. In one town no butter -has 
been in the stores for five weeks .In 
\the poor neighborhoods of _ Munich 
cheese is no longer on sale, Mili is 
sold at prohibitive prices. A mother 
was fined 10° marks for consuming 
more than a half pint on one day for 
her family of five.
